THE GOVERNMENT AND THE 
BANITARY BOARD. © 

As there is likely to be a considerable 
amount of discussion cver the sotion of the 
Govornment in uppvinling a Medical Oficer 
of Health for the Colony vested with powers 
which hava tha effvot of making-him indo- 
pendent of the Sanitary Board of which he 
into bedome a member,. we give the follow- 
dog speeches made at the Jast meeling of the 
Logistative Council’ ;— 

The Bill entitled an Ordinance to confer 
certain powers upon the Medical Officer of 
Health was under discussion and its second 
reading had been moved hy the Acting At- 
torney General (Mr A. G. Wise} and se- 
conded by the Colonial Seoretary. 

Dr, Do Kai then eaid—I move that this 
Bill be not read a second time. There is no 
doubt that it is necessary tv bave a Medical 
Officer of Health in addition to the Medical 
Officer for the port. The officer for the 
port has ¢v louk. after the shipping, and his 
time is fully ocoupicd, and it is impossible 
for: him to combine the two offices, ‘It.-is 


az to the public, that the Medical Offiser of 
Ucalth should be appointed, but this Bill is 
introduced not to appoint a Medical Officer 
ot Health, but to give bim certain powers 
which, if be exercised them, must bring 
lim into collision with thé Snnitary Board. 
The Sanitaty Board is the existing authori- 
ty inthe culuny for envitary milters, aod 
tho inspcctivy ‘uf: houses and everythiog 
appertaining thereto was placed under tha 
Buard and solely. under the Boatd, Now 
this Ordinance seems to give that power to 
‘another man, namely, the Medica! Officer of 
Health, and besides that it was alwsys 
thought necessary hy the public, and also 
by .the Sanitary Buard, thot the. Board 
should have a- Medical Officer of Health 
attached to it, to sdviso the Buard, 
and to carry out’ certain dutica which 
tha Sanitary Board must delegate to 
some one, aud also to take 
oberge of the inspsoting staff—the Inapecture 
of nuisances—and to seo that they carry out 
their work in a proper mancer, Now it thia 
Ordinauee be not passed, and if thé Medical 
Officer of Health were appointed by your 
Excellency, and appoicted as one uf the 
official members of the Buard, then I thivk 
thero would beno doubt about the uselul- 
ness'uf the Medioal Oflicer. He would then, 
being an officer of the Government, ond 
his. positivua ou the Boord aa an 
official member of the Sanitary Board, be 
able to give bis advice and Wave certain duties 
assigned to him by tlie Boatd a6 whole, and 
also, if such power of inspeotion fe conferred 
upon him by the President of tHe Sauitary 
Board, there will be no use at all for this 
Ordinance, Itisuseiess to pass this Or- 
dinanoe in, its present form because the 
duties to which it refers could be dele- 
gated to ite Medioal Officer by the Sani- 
tary Board, ‘The Buord has paseed regula- 
tions for the guidance of the Veterinary 
Burgeoa who is attached to the-Buard, 
and sleo regulations referring to tho duties 
of the various ufficers who aoesist the Buard 
in carrying out the scvilary arrangements 
Of the‘oolony.. If this Medical Officer is 
appointed he could very well bo attached to 
tho Board in come way. —I'think there was 
s Medionl Commission appointed by your 
Exoellenoy tu consider tha aubject of the 
medical staff of this colony. Ido oot know 
whether that Commission has ‘sent in its 
report to the Government; certainly it ie 
not: before this Cannail, and Ido not know 
its recommendations, but I believe I express: 
the publio feeling in saying that there 
should bea Medical Officer of Health 
appointed, and that the officar ehould be 
attached to the Sanitary Buard to assist the 
“Board in carrying out its -ouerous* duties, 
that he should. have no separate power 
beyond what is conferred upow him by the 
Board, and that incall things ho should be 
guided, by the determination or resolution of 
the Board, so Wet there will be no friction 
and no cross. purposes between the Medical 
Offcer of Honith nnd the Board.. 

The Colonial-Seoretary—The motion of 
the hon, member hae not been seconded, but 
it may perhaps be expected that £ should to 
a cettain extent reply to his remarks, J 
have listened with great care to the remarks 
advanced by the hon. member in order-to 
try to disopver, if possible, same reason for 
hie tnotion, -I have listened in vaio.
